With the exception of E lm er W a ch ­ 
ter. who played at left halfback po­ 
sition in that game, Art Strum , who

school most of the season, and Re- 
get. who is placed at right halfback 
away from his position on the o th er 
side of the backfield, the men are all 
at their respective positions. 
Strong Buckfield 
In the backfield, there can he hut 
little doubt of the m erits of Zeisler, 
Strum , Reget and Feinberg. Zeisler 
ran his team like a veteran and be­ 
sides was a good tackler and p u n t­ 
er. 
He fed the ball to his backs 
well when he d id n ’t carry it himself 
for substantial gains. 
Art Strum , 
who was half the normal school team 
this year, has earned the place at 
left halfback position, although he 
played a t q u arter on the norm al team 
this year because there was no one 
else for the job. 
The way that the 
big man plowed up the opposition 
without 
interference brought root­ 
ers to their feet continually. It Is 
wondered how “ Doc” Huegel missed 
the man in his selection of food for 
an all-normal team 
for the state. 
With Reget at right half, as chosen 
by Vaughn of the Milwaukee Sentinel 
on his all-state team, and Feinberg, 
the high school plunger and full, the 
backfield should be nearly invincible. 
Reget. with his “ eel” motion, and 
his ability at shaking tacklers be­ 
sides his speed, would m ake an ideal 
running m ate for Strum . Feinberg,
